This Board having by His Majeſty's Command, during his Abſence in Zo/- 
land, laid before their Excellencies the Lords Juſtices in Council, the 2d of 0c- 
tob+7 laſt, the Draught of ſuch an Eſtabliſhment of Pay to Officers {erving at 
Sa, and of an Allowance to others out of Employment on Shore, as was, up- 
on Mature Conſideration, thought moſt for His Majeſty's Service, and a fitting 
Encouragement for the ſaid Officers, inſtcad of the Double-Pay ar Sea, and Halt- 
Pay on Shore, ſettled on them by His Majeſty in Council the 22d of February 169; ; 
And the Houſe of Commons having on the fixth of this Month vored an Humble 
Addreſs to His Majeſty, that he would be pleafed ro take into Conſideration, 
and ſertle the ſaid Eitibliſhment, with the Allowance of Servants to the Officers 
according to the ancient Practice of the Navy; We do moſt humbly lay before 
His Majeſty the following Draught of the atorcſaid Eſtabliſhment, and pray His 
Majeſty wili be graciouſly pleaſed to take the ſame into Conſideration, and fig- 
ay to Us his Pleaſure thereupon. |
